GIFTED—Who may attend Bible Institutes and Bible Colleges? Who 
should attend? Harvesters in training! Each and every young person 
who will heed the Divine command: “Lift up your eyes, and look on the 
fields; for they are white already to harvest (John 4:35)1” 

Dr. J. H. Jowett in ‘The Passion for Souls’ says: “We are made by 
Christ. We are fashioned in His presence. Every wealthy and fruitful 
gift for our work is born directly of His own grace and love. “I will 
make you fishers of men.” No one else and nothing else can do it. 
Neither books, nor colleges, nor friends! .... But even though the 
germinal gifts of the preacher are Christ-born and Christ-given, our 
Lord expects us to reverently and diligently use our minds. He will 
fashion and enrich His gifts through our own alertness.” 

DISCIPLINED—He who knows the urgent need in whitened fields 
knows also the strenuous nature of the work facing those who would 
labour there. 

I. “Jesus increased in wisdom.” Luke 2:52. 

The Greek word here translated “increased” conveys an emphasis 
upon “driving forward, as if by beating or repeated blows.” It suggests 
perseverance in facing long-continued difficulties. It suggests seasoning 
through oft-repeated effort. It suggests progress in two spheres: in 
amount (by growing), and in time (by growing up or maturing). The 
Lord of the harvest Himself did not rush as a novice into public minis¬ 
try. The great Apostle Paul did not translate that fact into an injunction 
against serving the Lord publicly before we reach the age of thirty but 
rather as a challenge to us to serve our Lord as disciplined workers, 
suitably trained for the task to which He calls us. Hear Paul’s glowing 
tribute to Timothy’s early maturity in things spiritual: “Let no man 
despise thy youth; but be thou an example to the believers, in word, 
in conversation, in charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity.” I Tim. 4:12. 

II. “Jesus increased in wisdom." Luke 2:52. 

In such passages as Rom. 11:33 and Col. 2:3 the Holy Spirit makes 
a most enlightening distinction between “wisdom” and “knowledge.” 
Each involves the idea of “knowing” but “wisdom” carries the addition¬ 
al suggestion of “knowledge exhibited in action” (Thayer) and expresses 
“an attitude as well as an act of the mind (Follett).” 

Hence, our Lord through increasing in wisdom demonstrates the 
precept that He who would be strong, steadfast, and sure in public min¬ 
istry must first feed long and richly upon the “meat” of the Word of 
God which “belongeth to them that are of full age, even those who by 
reason of use have their senses exercised to discern both good and 
evil (Hebrews 5:14).” 

EQUIPPED—“Study to shew thyself approved unto God, a workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the Word of truth 
(H Tim. 2:15),” 

“No matter what God’s will may be for your life a practical 
knowledge of the Bible is an absolute necessity.” (Good News Broad¬ 
caster)

WHY NIGHT BIBLE CLASSES? 

2 Tim. 2:15 

“Study to show thyself approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth.” 

This is Paul’s charge, not only to Tim¬ 
othy, but to all Christians of all ages—to 
study the word of God, the Bible, in order 
to be of better service to God. 

Also let us remember the last great 
commission of our Lord Jesus Christ as it 
is found in Matthew 28:19, 20, “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: teaching them 
to observe all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you: and lo, I am with you al¬ 
ways, even unto the end of the world.” 

So Christ has told us to go forth and 
teach whatever He has commanded us. But 
whom shall we teach? We shall teach the 
unsaved, who have not heard the Gospel. 
If we do not study and do not go forth, we 
go against God’s word as recorded in Ro¬ 
mans 10:14, 15. 

Now all are not called for the same pur¬ 
pose or in the same way. Some are called 
to full-time service early in their youth, 
so they take full-time study. Others, like 
myself, are called to full or part-time ser¬ 


vice, so we have night Bible classes to 
prepare people who are unable for various 
reasons to enter full-time training. 

But, why should a person want training 
only for personal use? How is one to lead 
others to Christ if he or she doesn’t study? 
How can they study if they are not taught 
in a school? So we have night Bible classes 
to train these people in the proper method 
of applying God’s Word in order to win 
others to Jesus Christ. 

The reason for study is quite adequately 
explained in Proverbs 11:30, which reads, 
“He that winneth souls is wise.” Winning 
souls is Christ’s command to us. Also it 
is the will of God for us to be able to say, 
“Nevertheless not my will, but thine, be 
done.” Luke 22:42b. Then we must also 
say, “I must work the works of Him that 
sent me, while it is day: the night cometh 
when no man can work.” John 9:4. 

To do any type of work we must train. 
Whether through full- or part-time train¬ 
ing, it is our Christian duty to seek out 
the Word of God, and to study it, and to 
meditate therein. 

So tnank the Lord for Bible school re¬ 
gardless whether it be for night or day 
classes.

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Our Bodies, Acceptable to God 

J ESUS said, “ A body hast thou prepared me . . , Lo I come, to do 
thy will, oh God.” 

Jesus increased in stature like other boys, for without becoming 
flesh, the Word could not dwell among us. Without offering His body 
a living sacrifice. He could not do the will of God. Neither can you or I. 
If you are to know the joy of a truly abundant life, your body is to 
be handed over to God as an instrument of righteousness and power, 
through your life. 

Are you strong, healthy, intelligent and handsome? Then thank God 
for a fine ancestry, by His grace, and give your body back to Him to be 
used anywhere and in any way that He sees fit. Are you defective, or 
handicapped, or ill? Then thank God that your offering is also accept¬ 
able. There is no distinction. (Romans 12:1, 2.) We have all been in¬ 
spired by David Brainard’s record of his strenuous labours among the 
Indians of New England, yet he was dying as he worked, and he knew 
it. Henry Martyn was ill when he left England for India in 1805, yet 
before he died in 1812 he had translated the New Testament into 
Hindustani, Arabic, and Persian; moreover he had lived such a happy, 
Christlike life among the pagans and Moslems that even today, “he 
being dead yet speaketh.” Such men, indwelt by the Holy Spirit, accom¬ 
plish a thousand times more than other Christians who enjoy perfect 
health in unyielded bodies. 

This book is dedicated to our missionary alumni, many of whom 
are veterans of a long and fierce warfare against Satan and his forces. 
Does God expect you to keep on keeping on, in spite of weariness and 
casualties? Is there no disability pension, no retirement age in the 
Lord’s army? John Milton, in his blindness, asked a similar question, 
“Does God expect day-labour, light denied?” and went steadily on with 
his work. When on furlough, Mr. and Mrs. George Sinderson were 
offered a comfortable, home pastorate, where they could settle down to 
a less strenuous life, but they could not accept it because the Lord 
needed them still in Africa. 

Remember Dr. David Livingstone. His shoulder and left arm were 
crushed by a lion during his second year in Africa so that for the rest of 
his life his arm was useless, yet he continued for over thirty years the 
hard physical labour of opening up central Africa for the gospel. One of 
his friends wrote, “At times the bone could be seen sticking up through 
his coat.” Yet in all his diaries and reports you will scarcely find a 
reference to this ever-present handicap, unless you read between the 
lines. 

More than seventy years ago, Dr. and Mrs. Lindquist went from 
Sweden to the unevangelized people of Somaliland on Africa’s east 
coast. The young doctor soon died, but his bride continued to minister 
to the Tigrini people until the Lord took her home a year ago. In her 
old age she completed the translation of the whole Bible into the 
Tigrini language for the British ana Foreign Bible Society. One who 
visited her in 1956, found a very frail, very small, old lady with a 
heavenly face. So intently was she occupied with correcting her final 
manuscripts that she had no interest in . visitors. When asked, “How 
is it that you are able to carry on such strenuous, steady, work at the 
age of 92?” she answered with laughter in her eyes, “Every morning 
when I awake, I hear two voices. The first says, T'm too weak and tired 
to get up. I’ll just lie still this morning and rest awhile.’ The other 
says, ‘Up and at it! Up and at it!’ I always listen to the second voice.” 
In December, 1957, the first boxes of the Tigrini scriptures arrived from 
England amid general rejoicing. Her work was done, she wanted the 
Lord to take her Home immediately and fretted because He left her on 
earth for a few weeks with nothing to do. How delightful! Just a frail 
body presented to God for His glory and acceptable to Him right to the 
very end! —MARGARET MOODY

The Favour of Cod 


T here is nothing so desirable as the favour of God. Without this, all 
else is little worth, and ultimately nothing worth. With this, one 
possesses the supreme good, and this embraces all other goods, all things 
that are of intrinsic worth. 

The divine favour as bestowed on man flows spontaneously and 
uncaused from a Heart of infinite love. It was God’s purpose from all 
eternity to bless mankind, even to share with man His own happiness. 
Thus He spake to His people of old: “Yea, I have loved thee with an 
everlasting love: therefore with loving kindness have I drawn thee.” 
(Jer. 31: 3). 

We search in vain in ourselves for a reason why God should have a 
favourable regard for us. It will be our wonder throughout eternity 
that God should love such as we are. We might well take upon our lips 
the words of Ruth to Boaz, when “she fell on her face, and bowed 
herself to the ground, and said unto him, ‘Why have I found grace in 
thine eyes, that thou shouldst take knowledge of me, seeing I am a 
stranger?’ ” (Ruth 2:10). Or with a poet: 

How thou canst think so well of me, 

And be the God thou art, 

Is darkness to my intellect. 

But sunshine to my heart. 

And so we humbly, yet gratefully, confess that God’s love bestowed 
upon us is an act, yea more, an eternally continued attitude, of free 
and sovereign grace, altogether without cause in us, all the cause being 
in His own nature, for “God is love”. He was under no obligation to 
save us; yea, eternal justice would have dictated our banishment to 
perdition. But now that He has saved us at no less cost than the sacri¬ 
fice of His beloved Son at Calvary, we find ourselves placed under 
everlasting obligation to Him. But it is a delightful obligation, leading 
to an utter committal of all our ransomed power to Him in one glad, 
never-to-be-repented consecration. Therefore we say with John, the 
apostle of love: “We love Him, because He first loved us” (I John 4:19). 

While it is true, however, that the favour of God is a free and 
sovereign bestowment and is in no sense merited by us. yet there is a 
possibility of our growing or advancing in that favour. A true parent 
loves all his children and wishes to be impartial in his provision for 
them, yet one may give more joy to his heart than another by tokens of 
gratitude, expressions of affection, or ready obedience to his wishes. 
They are all the objects of his loving favour, but some may grow there¬ 
in more than others. The same is true in the relations between the 
Heavenly Father and His children here below. Some give Him more joy 
than others. They advance in the favour of God. They are concerned 
about having His approval and this pleases Him. A most beautiful 
passage relevant to this theme is found in Malachi 3:16, 17. 

“Then they that feared the Lord spake often one to another: and 
the Lord hearkened, and heard it, and a book of remembrance 
was written before him for them that feared the Lord, and that 
thought upon his name. And they shall be mine, saith the Lord of 
hosts, in that day when I make up my jewels: and I will spare them, 
as a man spareth his own son that serveth him.” 

It is therefore our constant desire and prayer that along with 
advancing knowledge of sacred truth there shall be on the part of 
students and staff alike a continuous growth in divine grace, both of 
which are fundamental to effective Christian service. The one comes 
through the study of the Book of God, the other through communion 
with the God of the Book.

Contain the whole. 

Though stretched from sky to sky!”

They strongly plead for me.

To many of oui' W.B.I. students, the 
Union Gospel Mission, situated on Main 
Street, in Winnipeg, will always be a 
name, precious to them because of hallow¬ 
ed personal associations. Many, now em¬ 
barked on an active preaching ministry, 
remember the first Gospel address, preach¬ 
ed from the Mission platform, which 
launched them into their preaching career.

Christ to strengthen him, verse 13; and 
the provision of God to support him, verse 
19. He further showed us that if Christ is 
our life, then we can be what we ought to 
be according to verse 11, which says, “I 
have learned, in whatsoever state I am, 
therewith to be content’’; we can do what 
we ought to do, for verse 13 says, ‘T can 
do all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me”; and we can have what 
we ought to have according to the promise 
in verse 19, “My God shall supply all your 
need according to His riches in glory by 
Christ Jesus.” 

In dealing with the contention between 
Euodias and Syntyche, Dr. Boehmer point¬ 
ed out the loving and tactful method the 
Apostle Paul used in urging them to be 
reconciled. All the way through the first 


three chapters, Paul mentions the mind of 
Christ, the like-mindedness of brethren, 
the fellowship of the Spirit, and other 
phrases so that when he finally mentions 
the two by name, he has very little left to 
say to them. 

This time, set apart from study each day, 
was a very real source of inspiration and 
blessing to us all as we sat and listened 
while the Word of God was expounded to 
us.

T hese times of ministry to local 
churches by a representative group 
from our School are becoming increasing¬ 
ly' important as a means of promoting prac¬ 
tical work as well as extension work.

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MID-WINTER BIBLE CONFERENCE 


One of the highlights of the school year 
is the annual Mid-Winter Bible Confer¬ 
ence. This is usually held toward the end 
of January shortly after the first semester 
examinations are completed. This year, as 
usual, the conference was the object of 
great expectation. 

Our speaker for this year's conference, 
which consisted of extended chapel periods 
rather than a full-day's conference, was Dr. 
Stewart L. Boehmer, of Toronto. Dr. Boeh- 
mer was pastor of Calvary Church, of the 
Associated Gospel Churches, in Toronto 
for thirteen years. During these years he 
put into effect in his church the program 
of the Evangelical Teacher Training Asso¬ 
ciation. The results of this emphasis upon 
the Sunday School are seen in the fact that 
Calvary Church has sent out and is sup¬ 
porting thirty-six missionaries from among 
its membership. Dr. Boehmer's interest in 
missions does not end with the Sunday 
School, he is also a council member of the 
Sudan Interior Mission and chairman of 
the council of the Africa Inland Mission. 
Thus Dr. Boehmer was well qualified to 
conduct a series of lectures as he did in 
the W.B.I. chapel. 

Dr. Boehmer chose as the subject of his 
messages the book of Philippians. He show¬ 
ed us that this is an epistle of joy. In order 
to distinguish between joy and happiness, 
he gave us a definition for both terms: 
happiness depends on happenings; joy is 
one of the blessed attributes that becomes 
the possession of the believer independent 
of externalities. This emphasis upon joy 
recurs in every chapter. Paul's object in 
writing this letter to the saints at Philippi 
was to express his gratitude for their gen¬ 
erosity when they could ill afford it. He 
was also greatly concerned about the divi¬ 
sion that had occurred in the church which 
was due to the incompatability of two 
women, Euodias and Syntyche and he 
urges them to be reconciled. 

Dr. Boehmer then gave us an outline of 
the book based on Christ and His relation 
to the believer: Christ the believer's life, 
with the kej' verse found in chapter 1:21: 
Christ the believer’s pattern, 2:5: Christ 
the believer's object, or goal, 3:14; and 
Christ the believer's strength, 4:13. In 
speaking on the first chapter, he pointed 
out three ways in which we can have fel¬ 
lowship with one another as they are 
shown in this epistle. 'We can have fellow¬ 
ship in prayer, praying for one another: in 
presence, having personal contact and en¬ 



joying each other’s fellowship; and in 
possession, giving to one another's support 
as these Philippians did. 

The key word of the second chapter is 
'others' as found in the first four verses. 
Then in the next four, we are given the 
sevenfold humbling of Christ. From verses 
25-30. Dr. Boehmer went on to show that 
sickness is not a sign of God's displeasure. 
Paul had his 'thorn in the flesh' which was 
not taken from him even though he prayed 
much and long for it. All he received was 
the promise from God that “My grace is 
sufficient for thee.” Another example is 
Epaphroditus. He became very ill, even 
close to death, for the work of the Lord. 
Yet later Paul praised God for restoring 
him to health. 

In chapter three Paul shows the insuffi¬ 
ciency of trusting in the flesh. Even though 
Paul had whereof he might glory, he dis¬ 
regarded it all and counted it as refuse in 
order that he might win Christ. If Paul, 
with all his labours, had not reached per¬ 
fection, how can we make claims of that 
nature? Paul goes on to say, in verse 15, 
“Let as many as be perfect (or mature), 
be thus minded.” This realization of im- 
oerfection then is a sign of approaching 
maturity. The second part of the verse 
could be paraphrased as: ‘If you think 
otherwise than this, God will show this to 
you also.’ 

In chapter four, Christ is shown as the 
believer’s strength. Dr. Boehmer showed 
us seven things that the believer has, as 
found in chapter four: the privilege of 
prayer to help him, verse 6; the peace of 
God to keep him, verse 7; the presence or 
the God of peace to accompany him, verse 
9b; the pattern of those who have gone 
before him, verse 9a; the policy of content¬ 
ment to calm him, verse 11; the power of

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MISSIONARY CONFERENCE 



"But ye shall receive power., after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and ye 
shall be witnesses unto me both in Jeru¬ 
salem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of the earth." 

This great missionary text forms an 
excellent index to the messages of our 
Spring Missionary Conference. Let us con¬ 
sider them under subdivisions of this 
verse. 

POWER: 

REV. JOHN BELL, from the China 
Inland Mission, was our main speaker. His 
aim was "to be as helpful as possible in 
view of the times". His message proved 
to be just that. He spoke to us of Satan: 
his origin, his character, his domain which 
IS the earth, his power, and of the influence 
of demons. He illustrated the latter from 
personal experiences in China. In another 
message Mr. Bell urged us to pray for our 
political leaders and not to be pessimistic 
in these troubled times, "for greater is He 
that is in you than he that is in the world." 
Our hearts were touched by his account 
of the position of Christianity in China 
to-day. There is practical evidence of this 
Greater Power in the Christian. Besides 
this he reviewed the fields of the C.I.M. 
Their great need at present is for Christian 
literature. Another of his messages that 
spoke to our hearts was "The Christian’s 
Conscience and the Great Commission." 
WITNESSES IN JERUSALEM: 

MR. HARRY FLUMBAUM, the repre¬ 
sentative in Winnipeg of the American 
Association for Jewish Evangelism, re¬ 
minded us of our obligation to our twenty- 
thousand Jewish neighbours here in the 
city. He helpfully pointed out the ways in 
which we can win them to Christ. 
Throughout his message we could sense 


the love he has for his people and the im¬ 
portance of love as a vital factor in ever\- 
effort to win them. 

JUDEA: 

A message on "The High Calling of the 
Believer" was brought to us by MR. 
ANTON GRYMOLOSKI, Manitoba'Super¬ 
intendent of the Canadian Sunday School 
Mission. God provides the power for the 
commission that He has given us—that of 
"opening the eyes of the blind". The result 
of the obedience to that call is that the un¬ 
saved will "receive forgiveness of sms and 
an inheritance among them which aie 
sanctified." Mr. Grymoloski brought to our 
attention the unevangeliz.ed rural disti'icts 
of Manitoba. A deft definition of 'educa¬ 
tion’ was given to us by the General 
Superintendent of the Canadian Sunday- 
School Mission, REV. D. R. AIKENHEAD. 
Here it is: "Education is training for the 
job God wants you to do". He proceeded to 
say that while we are in training for that 
job, but more particularly as part of that 
training, we, as students, can help reach 
our Canadian boys and girls for Christ. 
This might well turn out to be "the" job 
God wants us to do, for there is no quicker 
way of reaching the ends of the earth than 
by teaching boys and girls. 

SAMARIA: 

"You must have love for your people to 
be a successful missionary", MR. STAN 
COLLIE of the Northern Canada FN-angel- 
ical Mission told us. "Look for something 
good in each one. Love them with Christ’s 
love.’’ As he spoke to us, Mr. Collie's face 
and voice reflected the love in his own 
heart for the unsaved Indians living in the 
isolated villages dotting our Canadian 
Northland. What a mission field right at 
our backdoorsl 

UTTERMOST PART OF THE EARTH: 

MISS FRANCES DUKE was with us 
too. A graduate and former staff member 
of W.B.I., she has served the Lord in the 
West Indies. Miss Duke gave us an outline 
of missionary ministry in this field, par¬ 
ticularly referring to the Dominican 
Republic. She pointed out its sad plight 
politically, socially and spiritually. Miss 
Duke described Haiti as the "little bit of 
Heaven" where thousands have turned to 
the Lord. The mission is stressing Bible 
Schools because the hope of the West

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"In Favour With Man" 


T he BIBLE records little concerning the boyhood of Jesus Christ. 

Luke preserves for us all that is written in scripture about it, and 
he sums it up in one brief, telling sentence: “Jesus increased in wisdom 
and stature, and in favour with God and man." Not only did Jesus 
develop as an ordinary boy in intellect and in bodily growth, but also 
in all those graces which rendered Him acceptable both with “God and 
man." It is those human graces, so important in Christian service, with 
which this article is concerned. 

The Winnipeg Bible Institute seeks to develop the human graces as 
well as the spiritual. One of the very real problems of the present-day 
secular world is the lack of healthy relationships between people work¬ 
ing together in the accomplishment of mutual purposes. This is re¬ 
vealed in social unadaptability. Nor is this entirely absent among 
Christian workers. A recent missionary spokesman at the Institute 
admitted that the same situation exists on the mission field, and that 
too many casualties may be traced to this cause. While recognizing that 
the spiritual training in Bible School must be the first answer to this 
problem, growing "in favour with man" may come as an essential 
by-product of the necessary routine of school life. 

Firstly, there is the social grace of working in harmony with others. 
Routine tasks and special projects assigned to the student, test his readi¬ 
ness to .receive instructions cheerfully and to respond readily. Campus 
co-operation throws those of widely differing nationalities, tempera¬ 
ments. and denominations together into a common melting pot. The re¬ 
sults of this intermingling are twofold. Both strength and weakness of 
character are revealed. In the final analysis, however, the truly earnest 
and humble student learns how to co-operate with others in a Christ- 
like spirit and thus increases "in favour with man." 

Then there is the social grace of human fellowship. During Christ's 
earthly ministry He w'as constantly moving among men of all walks 
of life. Usually He could be found among the poor, the sick, or the 
exceedingly sinful. On occasion, how'ever. He is seen entertaining a 
learned Nicodemus. or as an honoured guest gracing a wedding feast. 
The demands upon Him were varied, and so they will be upon the con¬ 
temporary servant of Christ. Thus, the missionary will not always be 
ministering among the huts of a heathen village. Even before arriving 
at his designated field, he may find himself, on his outgoing voj^age. 
seated at the captain's table. And when he eventually enters into his 
God-given task, it may frequently fall to his lot to entertain, or be 
entertained by. high ranking governmental officials. At such times he 
will deeply appreciate the importance of the social grace of human 
fellowship: realizing that not only is he as an individual, under close 
scrutiny, but that the mission society w'hich he represents, and still 
more important the message he preaches, will be judged by how' he 
conducts himself. "Favour with man" gained in these experiences 
may yield rich rewards later. Because this grace is so important, the 
Institute faculty gives attention to such details as emphasizing the 
niceties of life in dining room and dormitory. Flere the student finds that 
in practising the little courtesies which are a part of the true Christian 
lady or gentleman, he grows in favour with his fellows. The rare recrea¬ 
tional evening, when faculty and students mingle together, also happily 
contributes to this phase of development.

WHAT COD HAS WROUCHT 

The Rev. George Sinderson (27) was a 
membei- of the first graduating class of 
the Winnipeg Bible Institute. His wife, 
Ella (Locken 29) graduated two years 
later. They first sailed for Africa in 1929. 
Returning after furlough in 1934, they 
opened the first mission station in Koum- 
ra, French Equatorial Africa. The difficul¬ 
ties were great. The natives had no writ¬ 
ten language, so the language had to be 
reduced to writing. Not only so but they 
discovered that they must become convers¬ 
ant in three lan.guages other than English, 
French, Sango, and Sara. Through the un¬ 
tiring efforts of the Sindorsons most of the 
New Testament has been translated into 
the native tongue. 

The story of the teaching ministry would 
be most interesting, but we shall only say 
that schools were established: and boys 
and girls, men and women have learned 
to read and write. A Bible school was the 
natural outgrowth of this work, so that 
young men might be (rained as evangelists 
and pastors. 


As time passed another ministry was 
begun—a medical work. The hospital is 
grow'ing rapidly: and, though two new' six- 
bed wards have just been completed, there 
is still a pressing need for more room. 

Each building on the station is a testi¬ 
mony of the supervision of Mr. Sinderson. 
Each brick is made on the station, and 
from them native w'orkers have built 
homes for the missionaries, a school, a 
dispensary, a hospital, a chapel, and a utili¬ 
ty room. Each of these buildings now has 
an aluminum roof. The station also has its 
own power plant with a separate unit to 
light the hospital. 

The Sindorsons now have a doctor and 
his wife, two nurses, and a teacher w'ork- 
ing with them. Even though there have 
been many triumphs of the gospel in 
Tchad, the need is still great—the field 
is white unto harvest, w'ith thousands 
having not yet heard the message of sal¬ 
vation by faith in Christ Jesus. 

TENT MEETINGS IN GERMANY 

"Is this a circus'.’'' "How' much is the 
admission'’ Hoi'des of children are run- 
nin.g about and asking questions as we put 
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up the Gospel Tent for the European 
Evangelistic Crusade in Germany. 

Fhnalty the tent is up and the benches 
are in their places. The posters have been 
put up, and the hand bills have been dis¬ 
tributed. Soon the people are drifting into 
the tent. Some are curious and wonder 
what kind of circus this will be. Hear them 
talking: "A Canadian is preaching.” “I 
wonder if he can speak German.” 

I look into the faces of the people and 
am almost frightened by the responsibility 
resting upon me. The choir sings; and, as 
I rise to preach, I realize that this is a 
day of salvation for Germany. Many are 
religious but do not know Christ; many 
are dissatisfied with their lives: many are 
open to the Gospel which we know has the 
power to change their lives. 



The meetings go on night after night. 
One night a young man slips into the in¬ 
quiry tenf. He is under conviction—it is so 
easy to point him to Christ. He goes away 
rejoicing. Would you like to know his 
story? The home was breaking up—his 
parents were considering a divorce. Since 
the tent was in their neighborhood, they 
had been coming to the meetings. The sal¬ 
vation of their son so affected them that 
they w'ere reconciled. I visited them later, 
and I wish you could have seen the joy 
evident in that home. 

God saved many others in that cam¬ 
paign, but I think that this experience was 
the finest going-away present that I could 
have received. You see, that w'as the last 
tent campaign we assisted in before leav¬ 
ing Germany for furlough at home. There 
are unlimited opportunities to work for 
Christ in Germany—it is a field w'hite 
unto harvest.

LOOK ON THE FIELDS — TO HARVEST 

Since many of the alumni are on the 
mission field, it can truly be said that the 
Field is the World. It is fitting therefore 
that a number of fields be mentioned speci¬ 
fically by excerpts from letters received 
from alumni members. With this in mind 
we begin, realizing that our choice must 
be representative rather than a compre¬ 
hensive picture of the work. 

COLOMBIA 

Hardship, privation, and danger are the 
lot of missionaries in some lands. We 
have thrilled to the letters from William 
(33) and Elsie Bauman as they vividly 
describe a journey to the mountains w'here 
a false step could plunge them hundreds 
of feet to their death. Hear them describe 
the trip through the jungle to reach one 
man for Christ. “'For hours we rode down, 
always down, having to remove our coats 
because of the heat. The trail was terrible 
and in places almost impassable. A hot 
steam arose from the wet underbrush, and 
leaves six feet across hung like enormous 
elephant ears from their stems. Other 
leaves eight to ten feet long, silvery on 
one side, hung in groups displaying the 
handiwork of God. Giant trees of virgin 
forests reached hundreds of feet upwards: 
and among their branches birds, large 
and small, in gaudy colours sang for their 
Maker. This is the jungle, rich green in 
colour, amazing in beauty, dangerous, 
insect infested; yet here are souls for 
whom Christ died.” 

The work of these veteran missionaries 
in Colombia is not always on a small scale. 
They write also of their field conferences 
as follows: “We had three conventions in 
our district this year. A day’s program 
would include music, services for women 
and children, coloured slides of the Life 
of Christ, and preaching services with 
special speakers. Three hundred attended 
at Ortega; and, though the other two were 
smaller in attendance, the Lord worked— 
Christians were strengthened and many 
lost were saved during the gatherings.” 

BRAZIL 

Paul Zimmerman (49) has spent a good 
deal of time along the shores of the 
mighty idvers and in the jungles of Brazil. 
He says, ' In the last year the Lord has op¬ 
ened to us a new field at Tototobi. This 
does not mean that all the Indians on the 
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headwaters of the river Demini and its 
tributaries have been evangelized, but ‘an 
open door and effectual is opened unto us, 
and there are many adversaries.’ We shall 
have to learn the language, because only 
a few know a little Portuguese; but as we 
commit our ways unto Him, ‘we shall be 
more than conquerors through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.’ ’’ 

BRITISH HONDURAS 

Not many years ago there was no gospel 
work in the British Honduras. Gordon (52) 
and Joyce (52) Lee. now home on furlough, 
went to this needy field and established a 
work. They were joined later by Edward 
(56) and Erna (Toews ’56) Shell who write 
as follows: 

“We are rejoicing over a purging that 
has recently taken place among the Chris¬ 
tians of Yarborough chapel. Sin is so ac¬ 
cepted here that even a Christian tends to 
regard it lightly. However, a nucleus of 
believers has taken a definite stand 
against sin, and these have set about to 
cleanse the assembly. As a result there 
IS a sharp distinction between the profes¬ 
sing and possessing Christians and between 
those living for Christ and those who are 
not. We rejoice in this because the Chris¬ 
tians have been strengthened, and the 
standards of the Chapel have been raised 
in the minds of the unsaved. 



ITALY 


Last year Abe (54) and Mary Unrau were 
missionaries-elect to Italy. Today they are 
on the field with special visas which must 
be periodically renewed. After the strange¬ 
ness of being foreigners who knew none 
of the language had passed, they gave most 
of their energies to language study and a 
tract ministry. They write, “Many had 
prayed; God had given us the assurance 
of securing an extension of our visa; so 
when we walked into the police office to 


make application for it we were not pre¬ 
pared for the storm that met us. The offi¬ 
cer who has read the Bible and had seem¬ 
ed sympathetic to us was now much oppos¬ 
ed to us. God gave us a song ‘Peace, Won¬ 
derful Peace’ and soon from Rome came 
the reply—six months granted. 

These past months have given us an op¬ 
portunity to be a Living Gospel before 
American students in a special way. As 
we visit in their homes and they in ours, 
the blessed light of the gospel is penetrat¬ 
ing their hearts by a word here and there 
to the saving grace of God.’’ 



THE FIELD OF LITERATURE 

John (48) and Marjory Koop, Box 127. 
Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, Central Africa. 

“Of the making of many books there is 
no end." declares the writer of the Book 
of Ecclesiastes. Many books are in various 
stages of preparation and the press is never 
silent. (John manages the S.I.M. press. 
Ed.) Just completed is a small book to be 
used in a literacy campaign. Several books 
ot mis type have been prepared in the past, 
but this is the first to use Scripture as 
reading material after the natives learn 
the alphabet. This mass-produced book is 
designed to help thousands of believers in 
Christ who are still illiterate. The book 
contains 26 pages of large, clear type; and 
it features a picture of the Emperor. It 
sells for only four cents, a factor which 
makes it available to everyone. “Unless 
we teach the people to read, there will be 
no market for the literature which we 
print," Yacob, the Ethiopian printer, said 
today. Other recent Amharic publications 
include two books for use in Bible School 
teaching, two tracts. Gospel of John cor¬ 
respondence courses, a calendar, and texts 
for posters. 

Recently a Tract Club was launched to 
promote sales and encourage distribution 
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of Amharic Gospel Tracts. Marjory has 
been persistent in this project and the 
venture is proving successful. Today the 
Tract Club has 90 members scattered 
throughout ten of the twelve provinces of 
Ethiopia. Sales after twelve months total¬ 
led 116,000. In the year prior to the in¬ 
auguration of the Club, sales were 43,000. 
Thus, within one year sales have increased 
270 per cent. These figures do not include 
the thousands of tracts which are provided 
for free distribution. “Sales” is not the 
aim of the Tract Club. Rather it is to get 
the Gospel into the hands of those who 
would not otherwise have it. Someone has 
said, “Tracts can go everywhere; they 
know no fear; they never tire; they can be 
multiplied without end by the press. 
Tracts can travel at little expense; they 
run up and down like the angels of God, 
blessing all, giving to all, asking no gift 
in return. They can talk to one as well as 
to a multitude: They require no public 
room in which to tell their story. They 
take no note of scoffs, or jeers, or taunts. 
No one can betray them to hasty or rash 
expressions. Though they will not always 
answer questions, they will tell their sto¬ 
ries two or three times if desired. They can 
be made to speak on any subject, and on 
every subject they may be made to speak 
wisely and well. They can, in short, be 
made the vehicle of truth, the teachers of 
all classes, the benefactor of all saints.”

The magazine “Matangazo” continues to 
be produced month by month. It is read 
by thousands all over East Africa. Our 
files show a variety of grateful letters from 
those who have been blessed thereby. 
Who can measure the good that will result 
from such a “monthly,” published with 
much prayer behind it, as it finds its way 
to lonely outpost as well as into the hustle 
and bustle of town and city life, telling of 


the Saviour’s power to save and to keep? 
Plans are nearing completion for the de¬ 
velopment of this 12-page “monthly” into 
a 24-page magazine, calculated to reach 
the “man in the street” through a more 
popular approach. Many sophisticated 
Africans today fight shy of anything reli¬ 
gious, and can be won only through con¬ 
secrated tact. A few books have been writ¬ 
ten and others translated by both mission¬ 
aries and Africans, and we also have the 
privilege of seeing these through the press. 
Amongst these are “Pilgrim’s Progress” in 
the Nandi language and “Evangelism” in 
Kikuyu. We long to see vital Christian 
books published in great numbers. But we 
have learned that Christian books must be 
inexpensive and attractively produced in 
order to sell well. We are planning on the 
production of pamphlets to sell at a very 
cheap price, in some of the vernacular 
languages. 

THESE ALSO SERVE 

Teachers among our alumni serve their 
Lord in Africa, Samoa, Canada, and the 
United States, 'imparting the love of God 
along with a knowledge of the three R’s. 
Nurses in far off India, Africa, and South 
America, with their sisters in Christ at 
home bring to the sick-room the hope of 
eternity. Pastors and Bible teachers break 
the Bread of Life daily and weekly to those 
who will hear. Those who serve in the 
church school or in the broader field of 
child evangelism, those who pray, and 
those who give are co-labourers with our 
Lord Jesus Christ.

Purpose and Objective 

The Winnipeg Bible Institute and College of Theology exists for the one purpose 
of training workers for the Church, the Sunday School, and the Mission Field at 
home or abroad. It is part of a movement which God has raised up in the past 
half-century for the preservation and proclamation of Bible truth. As such it 
meets a very real need in a time when many schools of Christian learning have 
grievously departed from the Faith. 

The purpose of the Winnipeg Bible Institute and College of Theology is 
fulfilled in a threefold way. It aims to give systematic instruction in the Word of 
God, to promote the deepening of the spiritual life, and to train young people for 
practical Christian service. This it seeks to do as speedily as possible, consistent 
with thoroughness, so that it may assist in meeting the emergency of these days 
for well-trained, well-equipped workers called of the Lord to become pastors, 
evangelists, missionaries, and Bible teachers.

It desires the fellowship and co-operation of 
all the evangelical bodies and of individual believers in all the Churches, to 
the end that young people may be trained and sent forth to share in fulfilling 
the Gieat Commission for the preaching of the Gospel to all the world. 


Ooctrinal Statement 

The Institute holds and teaches the great truths which form the historic faith 
of the Church Universal, as based upon the Holy Scriptures. For the sake of 
spiritual unity points of controversy as between the great evangelical bodies are 
not emphasized. The school is distinctively non-sectarian. The following is a 
brief abstract of the doctrinal position: 

1. The full divine authority and inerrancy of the Holy Scriptures. 

2. The Trinity and Unity of the Godhead as Father, Son and Holy Spirit. 

3. The direct creation of the world and man by the will of God 

4. The perfect Deity and Humanity of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

5. The depravity and lost condition of all men by nature. 

6. The substitutionary atonement in the shed blood of Jesus Christ. 

7. The doctrine of justification by faith alone through the grace of God 

8. The perfect acceptance of every believer before God in Christ. 

9. The real personality of Satan and other evil beings. 

10. The personal, visible, premillennial coming again of Jesus Christ, 

11. The resurrection of the dead, the righteous to everlasting blessedness, and 
the wicked to everlasting damnation. 

12. The responsibility of the saved for holiness of life and faithful witness to 
all men.

COURSES OFFERED 


STANDARD BIBLE COURSE 

This is a three year course furnishing an all-round preparation for Christian 
service. It is especially thorough in the departments of English Bible, Christian 
Doctrine and Teacher Training. 


BIBLE-MISSIONS COURSE 

This is a three year course basically the same as the Standard Bible Course, 
but including special studies in Missions, designed to prepare students for whole¬ 
time missionary service, at home or abroad. 


PASTORAL COURSE 

This is a three year course especially designed for young men preparing for 
whole-time pastoral ministry. It embraces a thorough course in Systematic Theol¬ 
ogy, with introductory studies in New Testament Greek. 


RELIGIOUS EDUCATION COURSE 

This is a three year course designed to prepare students for whole-time 
service in the field of Christian Education. Students having senior matriculation 
or a recognized equivalent such as Secretarial Grade XII, receive a Bachelor of 
Religious Education Degree. 


THEOLOGICAL COURSE 

This is a three year course designed to prepare students for the more re¬ 
sponsible positions in the Christian ministry. Students having complete junior 
college standing or a recognized equivalent receive a Bachelor of Theology De¬ 
gree. Those having less than junior college standing, but at least senior matricu¬ 
lation, receive a Diploma in Theology, which can be raised to a B. Th. Degree 
upon completion of junior college work.
